THE PROFESSION OF BOOKSELLING. VI. 
THE ARRANGEMENT AND DISPLAY OF STOCK.—I. 
[Continued from page 635. ] 


JUDGING from a large experience, we believe 
that the systematic arrangement of the stock by 
classes, consistently and intelligently carried out, 
is after allthe most satisfactory, notwithstanding 
the objection as to the difficulty of keeping up 
stock. Correct classification should be made as 
much a part of the training of the young book- 
seller as it is of the librarian; so that no matter 
what book is called for, its proper location in the 
store may be as readily determined as it is in the 
library. Unless this knowledge is required of all 
who enter the profession, the system, of course, 
will be successful only in a limited degree. But 
once it is carried out, the labor of those having 
charge of the stock will be reduced toa minimum 
and the worry and indecision of determining where 
the book might be will disappear.* 

To enable the stock clerk to watch the stock as 
closely as possible and to assist him in making

up his orders, it has been suggested that at each 
subject division (in smaller classes two or three 
might be grouped together) there be affixed a small 
pad of writing-paper, witha pencil, upon which is 
to be entered a very brief title of the book sold 
with the name of the publisher in some easily- 
comprehended abbreviated form. These are to 
be gathered after the store closes, and form the 
material by which the stock clerk may judge of 


the status of the stock under his care. The rule 
would have to be enforced strictly, otherwise the 
system would prove most pernicious. 


A drawback to the completeness of any ar- 


rangement of stock in a bookstore is tables. 
The stock has to be displayed upon them, and 
consequently the shelves are depleted to that ex- 
tent and the stock divided. Memory is the only 
guide to the books displayed on the tables, and 
this may be acquired only by looking over the 
stock as often as possible; otherwise the tables 
may prove veritable pitfalls forthe salesman. It 
will therefore be seen how much attention must 
be given to them and how closely they must be 
watched, for they are easy of access to the 
customers, and, as a rule, the books on them are 
freely pulled about and often carried from one 
table to another. As new stock is received it 
should be displayed on certain tables—say one 
for new American books, another for new Eng- 
lish books and others for poetry, fiction, juve- 
niles, standard miscellaneous books, etc., etc. 
Such an arrangement will be found helpful to the 
salesman in finding the books, and will prove at- 
tractive and convenient to the customers. The 
books replaced by new ones may be kept on a 
second series of tables until their time comes for 
shelving. Whatever system may be adopted for 
displaying books on tables, it should be borne in 
mind that only the older books should go into 
stock. 

We should advise strongly against using a 
table larger than six feet by three. One that 
size is easily handled, does not take a large 
amount of stock and time for its arrangement, 
and may therefore be readily changed from time 
to time. Larger tables will prove a serious draw- 
back, because as they take more stock it requires 
more time to display it attractively. And as 
the stock on the tables must be changed fre- 
quently if the attention of customers is to be 
attracted, the item of time will prove a serious 
loss. 

Having decided the question of tables, the next 
question that is asked is, What shall be put on 
them—new stock only, old stock, or the most 
salable? This matter has perplexed many old 
as well as young booksellers. ‘* If the old stock 
is not to be displayed,” we are asked, ‘* what is to 
become of it? It represents so much money, 
and no retailer can afford to throw away a dollar. 
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Yet if the tables are filled with old stock they 
will certainly be unattractive to the customer. 
If the attractive and constantly-demanded stock 
is put upon the tables it will be picked up, 
while the older stock gathers mould. Would 


there be any loss of sales if they were not dis- | 


played at all? Would they not be asked for?” 
This question might be answered both ways. 
They would, and they would not. Popular works 
are asked for, and more popular books, perhaps, 
are picked up by the customers merely because 
they see them or have heard about them, but 
they would not be likely to ask for them. 

One way out of the difficulty would be a judi- 
cious blending of old and new books in the same 
line. 
Howells—‘‘ A Hazard of New Fortunes.”’ With 
it may be placed ‘‘A Venetian Journey” and 
several of his later novels. Or, we have just re- 
ceived Herbert Spencer’s new volume, “ Justice.” 
With that might be placed his ‘‘ Data of Ethics,” 
‘* Social Statics’? and whatever else of his there 
may be in stock. When a customer decides to 
take one of these new volumes the question 
might pertinently be asked, ‘‘ Have you read 
Howells’ ‘‘ Dr. Breen’s Practice” or “ The Rise 
of Silas Lapham ?” or whatever other of his books 
you may have on view. Possibly these have not 
been read, and so two or three of the old books 
may go with one of the newones. Again, if there 
be, as not infrequently happens, anewspaperdiscus- 


sion of an author or subject, collect all the works |

It is often crowded with a lot of brief titles, and 
hung almost out of sight. 

The Bulletin Board should be made as attract- 
ive as possible and contain fresh matter, or the 
old announcements rearranged every day. It 
should be placed in the most conspicuous posi- 
tion—at the door or near the entrance—where it 
may readily be seen by the passer by, or when 
entering the store. A few titles appropriately 
worded and clearly and tastefully written or 
printed will accomplish more than a dozen or 
more bare titles crowded together and indiffer- 
ently written. The posters and bills furnished by 
the publishers may be used to advantage in the 
window or on the available wall space in the 
store, but should never become part of the Bul- 
letin Board. That should have a character of its 
own—the more decided the more efficient will it 
become. We have in mind certain bulletins 
which so piqued the public that many of them 


For instance, say we have a new book by | 
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went blocks out of their way to see what so-and. 
so had to say to-day. 

It will be well to study the announcements of 
the better class of advertisers of the day for pecu. 
liarities of style and wording. A few character. 
istic remarks abouta book, catchy headings, etc, , 
it need hardly be argued, will attract more atten- 
tion than a title alone ever could. In this, as in 
the window display, special talent is required: 
but a proper appreciation of the essential features 
of a new book, a knowledge of the community 
which is to be addressed, and other self-evident 
points, combined with a little taste and practice 
in writing a bold, clear letter, may be acquired by 
persistent effort, and will be found profitable in 
more ways than one. 

It should be the aim of every bookseller to 
make his store attractive and to study closely the 
community whom he is to serve, that he may 
make his display accordingly. If he hasanovel- 
reading constituency he must cater to it; if of a 
more solid character, then he must stock up in 


| that direction, because on that depends much of 


his success. But he must not become too one- 
sided—-he must be prepared to meet every de- 
mand. It is highly injudicious for a bookseller, 
especially in small cities and towns, to become 
identified with but one class of literature, for his 
limit of growth will soon be reached. And if 
once it becomes publicly known that only certain 
lines of books may be had of him, it will require 
much push and advertising to regain the ground

Its reading-matter is fresh, 
and covers (as does the ‘‘ Christmas Bookshelf”) 
the new publications of every important publish- 
ing house in the country. A number of illustra- 
tions and a tasteful cover add to its general at- 
tractiveness. 
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Tue Court of Appeals decided on the 27th 
inst. in favor of the contestants of Samuel J. 
Tilden’s will, thus defeating his purpose to estab- 
lish a trust. But the free library which the great 
statesman desired to give to New York City upon 
his death, and which was the pet product of his de- 
clining years, is nevertheless to become a fact. 
The will has been declared void in the court of 
last resort, but meantime the executors have 
effected a compromise with one of the benefi- 
ciaries (Mrs. William A. Hazard, a grandniece 
of Gov. Tilden), by the terms of which $2,000,- 
ooo will in any event be set aside for the library. 
Although this is not half the amount which Mr. 
Tilden willed should be devoted to the purpose 
it is still sufficient to place the institution upon a 
substantial footing. These facts were not made 
known until this week. 





THE School Bulletin, in its issue for October, 
prints an article on “‘ The Principal and the Retail 
Bookseller,” which we commend to the atten- 
tion of those whom it may concern. While we 
do not quite agree with the writer as to the 
profits in the school-book trade for the book- 
seller, nor with the way he proposes out of the 
difficulty, we think that his arguments are 
worthy of consideration, and therefore reprint the 
article entire without further commendation. 





THE PRINCIPAL AND THE RETAIL 
BOOKSELLER. 
From the School Bulletin. 

MANY principals when they come to a new 
school find the temptation strong to purchase all 
text-books direct from the publishers and sell 
them to the pupils at school. They know the 
profit exacted by the retail dealer is large. The 
writing-book sold for fifteen cents costs the deal- 
er only eight, and on stationery the profit is still 
greater. Then the dealer frequently knows 
nothing about books and forwards the orders 
given him stupidly, the wrong books are received, 
and there is long delay while the error is being 
rectified. Again, the dealer is often parsimoni- 
ous and delays orders or has books sent by freight 
instead of express, for the sake of small savings. 
Worse than all, the dealer is often in league with 
acertain publishing house, undertaking for an ex- 
tra discount to keep their books in use and delay- 
ing orders for books of other publishers till this 
firm can be notified and get an agent upon the 
ground to protect their interests. 

Annoyed by one or more of these interferences 
with his work, the principal resolves to emanci- 
pate himself from this petty tyranny, as well as 
to save his pupils a full third of the cost of their 
books, _ Sometimes he gets permission of his 
board; if he is inexperienced perhaps he does it 
without permission, on his own responsibility, 
and it seems to him for a time that he has carried 
oul a great reform. 

_ But there are some considerations on the other 
side worth weighing. In the first place, the sale 
of text-books is about the only profitable part of 
the retail bookseller’s business, and if you take 
that away there is no encouragement to keep 
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open a bookstore. Now, a well-managed book- 
store is of advantage toa community. It is one 
thing to read about newsbooks; it is quite another 
to see them. A person of literary taste likes to 
browse over books, and wants to see and handle 
for a momentall the new volumes of importance. 
Then if the bookseller deserves the name he is 
something of an expert. From his knowledge of 
books and from the various reference-books of 
his craft he can tell you what is the best book to 
order on some subject in which you have a sud- 
den interest. This is advice worth paying for, 
and in this State where public libraries are so few 
the community is largely dependent for it upon 
the retail bookseller. So where such a bookstore 
as this is maintained, the teacher should be slow 
to interfere with its legitimate business. If 
books are sold at too high prices, or furnished too 
laggardly, let him expostulate with the proprie- 
tor, but by all means keep in harmony with him. 
For such a bookstore is in itself an educational 
force. To foster and to feed a liking for good 
books is the proper supplement to the work of 
the school-room. 

Of course these considerations do not apply to 
the man who merely keeps a few text-books in a 
corner of his drug-store, and sells them as he 
would garden-seeds. But where there is a real 
bookstore it should be maintained. 

Again, it is usually unwise for the teacher to 
have business relations with the school, If he 
orders the books, he must allow acertain amount 
for freight and other expenses, and he will find 
himself under constant suspicion that he is 
‘* making something” out of the school. This 
is one of the most fatal blunders for a teacher. 
Teaching should be professional work at least to 
this extent, that the salary paid is the entire 
emolument received. The physician who puts 
up and sells his own drugs is to this extent an 
apothecary, and while he may be obliged in small 
places to do this it is a lowering of his dignity ; 
his patients will often suspect that he gives a pre- 
scription in order to sell the medicine. So the 
teacher who handles the books his pupils use will 
be accused, however absurdly, of making a profit 
onthem. Superintendent Fuller had been prin- 
cipal of the school at Batavia for thirty years, 
and yet when a jealous teacher wanted to under- 
mine him the most weighty charge brought up in 
board-meeting was that he made five centsa copy 
on some books he had bought for a French class; 
and though he showed that when express and 
postage had been paid he received less than the 
actual cost of them, there were many who shook 
their heads, and he lost his place. 

We are firm in the conviction that a teacher 
cannot afford to take the risk. Besides, it in- 
volves a good deal of work and worry. Mary 
does not bring the money for her arithmetic, but 
she will have it to-morrow. Rather than keep 
her back aday you let her have the book; and 
having established a precedent you let Johnny 
and Lucy have books, and so on, till at the end 
of the term you find quite a loss from bad ac- 
counts, to say nothing of the hard feelings engen- 
dered by repeated dunning. It is a mistake to 
think that anybody can sell books. Bookselling 
is a business, and takes business ability. as well as 
time and trouble. When a regular bookseller 
does it he is expected to make a profit by it and 
to collect his bills promptly. But whena teacher 
does it he is looked at askance; the district 
hires him to teach school; not to make money 
out of the scholars by selling them books. 
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What shall the teacher do, then, if the book- 
seller refuses to furnish books promptly and at 
reasonable rates ? 

We reply unhesitatingly, let him get permis- 
sion of the trustees to appoint a book-com- 
mittee from his pupils; let this committee buy 
the books, pay all charges, establish a price that 
will cover expenses, sell the books, collect the 
money, pay the bills and render a detailed state- 
ment to the school. . . . There are some 
places in which there should be no delay in adopt- 
ing this plan. For instance, we received the 
other day the following letter : 

Moravia, Sept. 10, 1891. 
C. W. Bardeen: 

Sir: I have just seen a letter from you toa school-boy 
named Stoyell in which you quote Hendricks’ ‘‘ History 
of Empire State’ in lots of six or more at 55 centsand less 
at 65 cents. 

Now if you cannot protect the retail trade any better 
than that, you ought to be ashamed of yourself; but I do 
not suppose you have any shame, the only desire on your 
part beimg to sell all you can at any prices you can get. 
Any honorable dealer would have referred a party like 
that to the local dealer in their town, but it seems you are 


still keeping up your reputation gained through such un- 
derhand practices. 


Hereafter our efforts will be directed towards the | 


throwing out of trade here of any of your publications, 
and so far as lies in our power their use will be curtailed 
in our school. 

As our school-book trade is quite an item in this village, 
it would have stood you in hand to have courted our trade 
in a different manner, 

Yours, etc., in disgust, H. H. Avey. 

Now we find on looking up the matter that Mr. 
Alley did not buy these Hendricks histories of 
us at all, but he has bought books of us before, 
and he knew that our discount to the trade was 
one-third.* So he doubtless paid for them what 
he could have bought them of us for—fifty cents 
apiece. He might have sold them at sixty cents 
for 20 per cent. profit, and at the retail price of 
seventy-five cents he would have made 50 per 
cent. profit. But this did not satisfy him, for we 
learn from Principal Bigelow that he sold the 
books for a dollar each ! 

Looking up the particular instance referred to, 
we find that we received the following postal- 
card: 

Moravli<, N. Y., Sept. 7, 1891. 

Sir: What price would you charge me for a 
copy of Mr. Welland Hendricks’ ‘‘ History of the 
Empire State,” which is published by you? 

Yours truly, Grove W. STOYELL, 
Moravia, N. Y. 

We did not know that this book had been intro- 
duced into the Moravia Union School, and sup- 
posed this came from some teacher in an adjoin- 
ing district. Accordingly we quoted our usual 
price to teachers of 20 per cent. off and postage 
added, or sixty-five cents a copy. At this rate 
three copies were ordered, costing the pupils 
fifteen cents a copy more than they cost Mr. Al- 
ley. It was his fault that by his own greediness 


the pupils were forced to write to the publisher | 


to get a reasonable rate. 


But who is this man Alley who claims special | 


privileges as a bookseller? We find from the 
commercial agency reports that he is a dealer in 
drugs, doing business as an ‘‘ agent,” and without 
capital rating. It is this kind of a ‘‘ bookseller” 
from which schools usually need protection; and 
where principals find the pupils buying books 
from such men, we advise the immediate forma- 
tion of such a committee as we have suggested.

| NEW METHOD OF BOOK BINDING. 

| A NEW method of bookbinding, or rather of 
preserving the covers of books from injury, has 
just been patented in France. It consists simply 
in the application of a metal frame, the length 
| and width of the back of the book; inside this 
| frame is a long metal strip to which are con- 
nected two screws with milled heads, and passing 
| through holes in the outer edge of the frame. 
The inner piece of metal is placed against the 
side of the book and the necessary degree of 
| pressure adjusted by means of the screws. The 
back of the book is thus preserved from damage 
and comes to no harm even when allowed to fall. 
The same apparatus can be made to fit any size 
| of book within certain limits, and is claimed to be

Now, the said increase must be expected to come 
from one of two causes: either because they 
sell a given book at a less price than their com- 
petitors, or for the reason that the public will 
buy more freely when books are retailed at four- 
fifths their present price. Whenever their com- 
petitors, however, give the same rate of discount 
it takes from them the first cause of increase. 


Therefore the Bancroft Company and other |

houses that discount the published price evidently | 
consider either the present rate of discount al- | 


dowed them 20 % too much, or else that the pub- 
lisher and author place too high a value on their 
products. If the increase in the sales of the 
Bancroft Company are so large that they can 
«ecommend the publisher to reduce the price and 
rate of discount by 20 %, the publishers should 


certainly entertain the idea and carefully investi- | 


gate the matter. It does not seem reasonable, 
however, that the public will buy a book on ac- 
count of its price. 

In regard to that part of the Bancroft Com- 
pany’s letter, which consists of remarks about 
“* small booksellers,” “little brethren,” it cuts no 


figure in the question at issue. The implied 
threat that no bookseller west of the Rocky 
Mountains would be allowed to make expenses 
this century is a foolish one, and will not frighten 
the majority of retailers here. 

In conclusion, allow me to emphasize the fact 
that 20 % discount on books here is equivalent to 
30 % in New York.

PROTECTION AGAINST RATS.

DEAR Sir: No doubt every bookseller has 
more or less to suffer from rats, especially in the 
show season, when books stored away in base- 
ment or back rooms are seldom moved.

States. The most interesting papers used by 
Rives in his life of Madison are in the private col- 
lection of a gentleman at Washington; and in the 
State archives there is only a calendar of the im. 
portant Monroe papers owned by a descendent of 
that President, Mrs. Gouverneur, of Washington. 
Several years ago an historical writer in America 
appealed to the Library Committees of Congress 
to form a bureau for the preservation of Ameri- 
can historical manuscripts, and the suggestion 
was approved.

It will con- 
tain biographical notices of the authors and 
translators, and also historical articles on nation- 
al and denominational hymnody, breviaries, mis- 
sals, primers, psalters, sequences, etc. 


K. F. KorEw er, Leipzig, has just issued a use- 
ful book for foreigners doing business with French 
publishers and booksellers, entitled ‘*‘ Manuel 
de Correspondance 41’ Usage du Libraire,” giving 
specimens of letters for all kinds of business 
transactions relating to the book trade. The 
French phraseology even in business is so elabo- 
rate and its technicalities of form so arbitrary 
that a book of this kind must prove a great 
help to uninitiated foreigners. To make it useful, 
however, to those for whom it is especially in- 
tended, it should have had a full subject-index 
closely alphabeted. In its present shape a would- 
be learner must read the entire table of contents 
to get at what he wants, and this table is arranged 
by the numbers of the letters without regard to 
alphabet or to catchword of subject. A French 
subject-index is almost indispensable to make the 
book practical ; a German and English subject- 
index would make it still more useful. 


THE new Aldine Edition of Gray’s Poetical 
Works which George Bell & Sons are about to 
issue is not a reprint of Mitford’s ‘‘ Aldine Edi- 
tion,” but an entirely fresh work. The editor is 
Dr. Bradshaw, of Madras, and so well has he done 
his work that his edition will be the best we have 
of Gray’s poems. The text followed is that of 
Gray’s own edition, published by Dodsley in 
1768 ; and for the posthumous poems the editor 
has corrected the text from the Ms. copies in 
Gray’s handwriting in the Stonehaven Ms. at Pem- 
broke College, and discovered some important 
inaccuracies made by Mathias and followed by all 
subsequent editors. To each poem is prefixed an 
introduction, giving its history or the occasion 
of its being written ; and the correct readings of 
places in the ‘‘ Elegy,” etc., where editions differ, 
are given and accounted for. There is anewLife 
of Gray by the editor, and a complete bibliog- 
raphy of Gray’s works, based on the Catalogues 
of the British Museum and the Bodleian Library.
